By this time now we feel we are pretty well qquainted with the con- 
gregation here in Wasilla. I have visited most of them and am now 
starting to call here in town. We have certainly been received cord- 
lally by everyone. The cOngregation gave us a little grocery shower 
and made us feel so welcome. 


I made a trip up the railroad the beginning of this week, It will 
be reported in next month's statistics. There are only between 15 and 
20 people in Curry now. Only one child. I also stopped at Willow and 

there are only 10 people living in town ( no children) plus 
two or three homesteading families out some distance. A road is under 
construction into Willow which should be completed next summer some 
time. After the road is completed Willow will be a town which will 
probably grow very rapidly. It will bear close watching as it may be 
an opportunity for another new church. I was very cordially received — 
at every place I stopped and people there all spoke very highly of both 
Vic Urban and Art French who preceeded Vic. 

I had planned on going up the highway next wedik but had a minor m 
mishap with the car and must wait on a part to have it repaired. Not 
being familar with these country roads here I camr up on a corner 
unexpectedly one night, skidded on a little patch of ice, and went 
into the ditch. The body was not damaged but one spindle was bent 
slightly and as a result it drives very poorly now. I am driving it 
but want thatrepaired before I go on that long highway trip. 


One lady came to help us paint in the house one day but other 
than that the manse work has moved slowly. I've been working at i 
a little and have onewindow framed. It will be a long slow process 
toward completion and will call for a lot of patience for both you 
and us. Since it was a source of frictiom_between Vic and the people 
I want to try hard to avoid that repition even if the house is not 
always as convenient and attractive as it might be.

With the close of January we on the field always rejoice because the anmial reports 
are finally done, It seemed as if I spent days on end working on them this year and as 
I lowk at the volume of my own personal copies in the file one can really see where they 
add up to a lot of time and work. Now personal income tax is next. And while speaking 
of reports I would like to sugsest some change in this Sunday School Missionary Monthly 
Report form so as to provide space for reporting attendance figures at services. I believe 
that this is a valuable figure to keep before one because it is a fairly helpful index at 
evaluating how people are responding. 


In my ministry on the highway I don't find families living close enough together in 
groups to make possible a worship service with a formal sermon. Ofterm, thus, I make more e 
extended home visits, reading a passage ot Scripture with the family and suggesting a few 
thoughts from it, and then pray with and for the family, Somethmes when there is electricity 
I also show a Christian film I have with me. These are not worship of preaching 
services in the customary form so I do not record them as such on the other side of this 
report form,but they are the next best thing to it that I can do under the circumstances, 

I am just reporting this for your benefit so that you may know what kind of ministry I try to 
carry on in this highway responsibility. The people always seem appreciative of my calls, 
sometimes make a small gift for the work which are enclosed as field receipts, sometimes 
invite me to a meal, and some invite me to stay overnight wich I accept rather than 


staying in a lodge. 


On literature distribution I am reporting pieces of literature given rather than pages 
as the column heading asks. It seems more reasonable to me. 


The work at Curry seems to be coing well but it is very transient so it is irregular and 
can be here today and gone tomorrow. Traveling up there and back during the night which 
the trein scedule necessitates often makes the day after my return almost a lost day 
as I catch up on sleep. 


Here in Wasilla we had a party for the Westminster Fellowship on the evening of 
January 1. The response in attendance was like our regular meetings—-poor. With 
the beginning of the new month, February, we began a Junior Westminster Fellowship. 
We had our annual congregational and corporation meetings with a good response, Hew 
officers have been ordained and installed. We've had our first monthly teachers 
meeting also. 


We were happy to have Miss Miller stay with us one day as she passed through on her 
travels. . 


_We are now keeping a 16 year old Exkamo boy, Leorard Kungesuk, with us. He is under 
the Department of Welfare and attends high school here. He seems like a very fine 
young person. When we were first asked if we would take him we decided against it because we 
had no seperate room for him. Miss Miller was here just later and in talking about it she 
suggzested the possibility of finishing one of the rooms upstairs for him. Giving a secod 
14ék at this we decided that it was possible and also it now provides a worthwhile project 
to keep the boy busy as he can do much ot the workwith supervision. He'll probably just be 
with us till the end of this school term.

The women did a 
thorough job of cleaning and waxing the sanctuary as well as preparing the noon 
meal while the men painted, varnished, repaired seats, moved the kitchen cabinets 
and sink and did plbmbing for it, and installed a hot air connection in the study. 


On Good Friday we tried something new for us and the church, We had an oyster 
soup supper in the church basement. We ate duietly by candle light and during the 
meal different young peopokeread parts of the Schipture story of the first Good 
Friday events. Then around the table, by candle light, we sang from memory some 
favorite hymns, I brought a Good-Friday meditation, and then celebrated the sacrament 
of the Lords Supper. After this we stood to close holding hands in a friendship 
circle, repeated the 23rd Plalm, and sang "Blest Be the Tie That Binds." It was a 
wonderful experience for me and I think for everyone else also.

New families continue to move up here in this area very fast. I would guess that 
5O to 75 new families have moved up here within a 15 mile radius of Wasilla during 
this spring and early summer. Most of these have come up to homestead, A few have 
gotten started in our church but not many. Most of the new families I have not even 
been able to get out to call on yet. So much calling needs to be done but because 
of the many demands on my time so little seems to get done. Is 


I spent one day up the railroad during the month in an area that is being home- 
steaded rapidly also, Montana. I did a lot of walking that day calling on five 
families scattered about on homesteads but there are others and many more have filed 
and plan to mae in. This area lies along the planned new road from horage to 
Fairbanks. The road right of way has already been obtained and cleared so the 
road will be up there in a year of two.. I think we may be able to get a Sunday 
School started there by fall but more calling needs to be done, 


All this needs to be done and then to look at the summer scedule is frestrating, 
Right now I am tied up in Vacation Bible School. Then in just two more weeks I will 
be taking part at King's Lake Camp for two weeks, then one and one-half weeks of 
vacation, then two weeks when the work team will be here to work on the manse, then 
only two more weeks for combined vacation and work before the first of September 
and the beginning of school. 


Work on the manse is progressing but is also time consuming, People have been 
helping but I am tied down to help work also practically each time someone else 
comes to help. The work team wsbould accomplish a lot on the exterior and we are 
greatful for the prospect of their coming. We already have some of the exterior 
sanded and varnished which really improves the appearance. 


We finished our end year C.0.T. program during the past month. The response 
in attendance was not good but those who did come appreciated it greatly.

The second week of camp turned out to be a very miserable one so far as 
weather was concerned as it rained every day all week and was also very cold. Naturally 
such weather affects the disposition of everyone very much and thus made the camp

to call in around Willow on our way back, A lot of new homesteaders have moved in 
around Willow there and are just beginning to build and cut roads. We spent one very An) 
long day calling but made only 5 visits because roads were so difficult. One road on y 
which three families were living was only a caterpillér trail 2 1/2 miles long and this}? | 
was so slow going. There-is-practtentty-eiways-someone-bivine-at—tke-end To find the 
people one just has to start driving down any old trail off the road and keep going. , 
There is practically always someone living at the end of it. TheYhave enough children § 
there now for a school and have prospective teachers and a building lined up already. NG 
I hope I can get a Sunday School and a regular work started there too if this school x! 
materializes. I could certainly usdthe help of a full time man for this growing rail-  ~ 
road work. One person could. be kept'very busy developing this railroad work alone.-~— =») 
It appears now as if the railroad will close down the Curry station and gnstallation 
this fall or winter sometime and move it to Talkeetna. This poses the duestion of whether 
we will want to move into the Talkeetna situation. I was hoping that I would get to 
see you when the seminar group came through here to discuss some of these things. 


We took nine days vacation during the month going up bo McKinley Park and camping 
out there. Again because of much rain and cold weather we didn't enjoy ourselves too 
much but it sure made a warm dry home seem welcome upon returning. Fred Cristen 
supplied the pulpit during our one Sunday absence from Wasilla. We will take another 
Sunday off in August when Mr. Robert Nichols will supply the pulpit. 


After the discussion at the spring Presbytery mecting of the difficulties Anchorage 
churches are having of obtaining locations large enough for adeduate facilities our 
church here decided that they should buy another lot while it was still available. 

We have thus bought the lot Tying directly behind the two we already own. It was owned 
by a member of our congregation who sold it to us at the most reasonable price of $ 150. 
It was purchased in the name of the Presbytery of Yukon, Inc. as the prespytery also 
holds title of our other property. 


On the 19th of the past month we had an all church picnic up in the mountains 
north of here. It was one of the few days during the month when we really had beautiful 
clear weather. We had our church service up there on the mountain side first, followed 
by a pot luck picnic dinner and a nice time of fellowship. The attendance was very 
good and the experience of the whole day was certainly an uplifting one.

The highlight for the month of August here in Wasilla was the visit of the 
work team. These were certainly a wonderful group of dedicated young people.

We wished they would have stayed for the two weeks they were originally sceduled 
to stay here because there is lots more work they could have done. and they were 
such a fine group to have around. During this week the logs on the north and south 
sides murs of the house were sanded, caulked,.and given one coat of Yarnish. Also 
the siding on the gables on both ends was put on and varnished. 


We took 5 days off for vacation last month breaking it into two short trips. 
One was a drive to Valdez and then we came back home to spend a day here helping 
on a work party at the’ church and then drove to Seward. The Rev. Robert Nicholl 
supplied the pulpit while we were gone. We have t.ken less than two weeks off to 
be away from here this summer so I have been doing quite a bit of work on the 
manse and considering tiat as vacation time. I've been doing more varnishing , 
caulking, electric wiring, fitting storm windows, and lots of other odd jobs needing 
to be done before winter, 


We had Quite a flood here in the Valley this past month. It was the worst they 
have had in many many years. Most roads were covered or washed out, many bridges 
washed out, and a few homes were lost. The overall damage was heavy. 


We have been privileged to receive four people into the membership of the church 
during August. They are Gene Dinkel who grew up in the church, Mrs. Leslie Green whO 
has been regular in attendance and the work of the church for a lont time ( she was 
also baptized), and Mr. & Mrs. Darel Smith a young couple who have recently moved into 
the area. Mr. Smith is in the service presently But they have filed on a homestead 
here which he plans to develop as soon as he is discharged.

REPORT NARRATIVE 


Attendance at church is picking up egain now, after the summer slum. A special 


invitation wes mailed out to everyone for World Wide Communion Sunday which helped to 
set the pace for increased attendance. 


We observed laymens Sunday with men of the church taking over the whole service 
except for the benediction. I had the privilege of sitting in a pew for it’all. 


I visited Willow again during the past month and there were certainly a large 
group of new homesteaders there. Most are Protestants and they want to get a church 
started but we have no place lerge enough where we can meet. They have a school now, 
some over 4O pupils enrolled, but we cannot use that building. I tried to make 
arrangements with the railroad to lease their vecant depot for a short time but was 
refused here too. There is a combined bar and trading post but some seem to object 
to using that. I'm going back soon again and if nothing else appears I'm going°to 
look into the possibility of buying a surplus qduonset mt that can be moved down there. 
Unless we hurry the Baptists are going to move in ahead of us. I wish I had more time 
to devote to this group. The highway to there is completed now so they are less than 
en hour away from Wasilla by car, snd would easily be served regularly with Wasilla 
as a two point field. 


Our Senior youth group in Wesille continues to struggle along with only two or 
three attending. We just seem to be unable to attract any of the other young people 
of the community and even a couple from our own church never attend, They never have 
attended at all since we've come here a year ago. 


I hope our present junior highs will continue to show more interest as they mature.
